I spent 7 months in Minneapolis helping to litigate the ENIAC patent 
trial. ENIAC was used at UofP to produce firing tables for the Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds. Originally, UofP had an analog computer to extrapolate 
firing tables for artillery from test firings. A crew of women then 
took the data off of the plots and made firing tables. John Mauchley 
proposed building an Electronic Numerical Integrator And Calculator 

(ENIAC) to solve the equations of motion of the shells. The machine was 
finished just about the time the war ended. One interesting side note: 
it was used to do calculations about the hydrogen bomb. They were 
concerned that such a weapon would ignite the atmosphere and put a 
catastrophic end to everything. According to the testimony I heard, 
ENIAC was being built during the day and the hydrogen bomb program was 
run at night to test out the machine. The Los Alamos test program would 
run into hardware bugs at night and the ENIAC crew would fix them during 
the day. 

Zillions of twin-triodes in it. 

With regard to the recent thread about running boatanchors at reduced 
boltage, Pres Eckert is credited with the idea of running the ENIAC 
tubes at reduced voltages to improve their longevity. Eckert and 
Mauchley received an award at a ceremony at the Franklin Institute in 
1972; I was invited as their guest.

About the swollen bakelite inserts which were tightly stuck 
in 1 inch stainless steel connector shells: 


After reading your advice, I decided to try heating the 
connectors again. This time I was more patient, heating them 

at 250 degrees F for an hour. After letting them cool enough 

to be handled with a hand towel, the inserts came out with some 
light tapping. The one I had soaked with WD-40 came out easiest. 


On one bakelite insert, and on the inside of the shell in which 

it was encased, there was a thin layer of brown material. It 

looked like rust, but these are stainless connectors. It came off 
on a cloth and the shell does not look rusted. On another, there 
was a Similar coating but it was a white color. The oiled connector 
looked- well, oiled ;-). I cleaned that residue away and now 

all the inserts can be installed and removed easily. 

I guess the heat did purge some water or something. 


Thanks again, everyone, for your help with this.
